‘BERLIN, Jan. 27.—A special edition of 
the Reichsanzeiger today contains an im- 
perial order to the civilians and officials 
in Berlin, in which, in connection with his 
birthday anniversary, the Emperor orders 
‘the decoration of the city as a token of 
gratitude for the memory of the glorious | 
past of the Fatherland.

He exposed himself to great danger at Ma- 
genta and Solferino had to effecta move- 
ment which brought valuable assistance to 
Gen. Neil, Gen. Canrobert was afterward 
made Marshal of France, grand member of 
the Legion of Honor and an honorary 
knight commander of the Bath. He was 
appointed commander-in-chief of the army 
of Paris in 1862. At the time of the decla- 
ration of war by France against Prussia 
in 1870 he had command of an army corps. 
Marshal Canrobert was shut up in Metz, 
and on the capitulation of that fort he was 
gent as a prisoner into Germany. After 
the preliminaries of peace had been signed 


hoe returned to France, where he met with 


‘a favorable reception from M. Thiers. In 
1876 be was sent to the Senate from Lot. 

In 1860 Marshal Canrobert married Miss 
MacDonald, a Scotch lady. He is the laat

DETAILS OF DE GIERS’S DEATH. © 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 27.-(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The immediate cause of the 
death on Saturday of M. de Giers, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, was angina 
pectoris, complicated with inflammation 
of the lungs. His last hours were peace- 
ful. He fell into a deep sleep early Sat- 
urday evening, and passed away that night. 
A catafalque has been erected in the 
death chamber, and requiems will be sung 
daily until the funeral takes place Wednes- 
day next. 

It is not likely that the death of M. de 
Giers will indicate any change of policy, 
all of his probable ruccessors being in ac- 
cord with the Czar in the desire for 


peace. —

AFTER THE ARMENIANS. 


The — Said to Keep Up Their | ti 


Persecution.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A dispatch to the Speaker from Constanti- 
nople says the work of persecuting the Ar- 
menians in Armenia and Asia Minor is 
proceeding as vigorously as before, adding: 

The Turkish newspapers are evidently 
under orders to keep down the excitement, 
and it is extremely difficult to get informa- 
tion in the interior. 

“If the present crisis is prolonged, it is 
probable that there will be trouble in Ma- 
cedonia in the spring, and if it is seri- 
ous, Bulgaria, Greece and Servia will in- 
evitably be involved, and the eastern ques- 
tion will be raised in its most acute form.” 

THE ARMENIAN OUTRAGES.

THE POPE’S ENCYCLICAL. 


EXHORTS BISHOPS TO ENCOUR- 
AGE PROGRESS AND SCIENCE. | 


Urges the American Episcopate to 
Put an End to Strife and to 
Propagate Civil and Re- 
Virtues. 


ROME, Jan. 27.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The papal encyclical address to the 
American Episcopate was made public 
here today. In the document the Pope re- 
calls the fact that he associated him- 
self with the celebration of the fourth 
centennary of the discovery of America, 
the evangelization of which country was 
the first care of Columbus, which evan- 
gelization was realized by the Franciscan 
and Dominican monks and the Jesuit 
After pointing out that the first Cath- 
olle bishop in America was a great friend 
of George Washington, father of his 
countty, the Pope shows how the epis- 
copal councils, aided by the equity of 
American laws, assured the development 
of Catholic institutions. It was to con- 
tribute still more to this development 
that the Pope founded the university at 
Washington, for it was of importance 
that Catholi¢s should be in the front rank 
in sciences, even modern science, pro- 
vided they were combined with faith. and 
integrity. To this end His Holiness ex- 
horts the bishops to do all in their power 
to encourage the progress of the univer- 
sity at Washington, as well as the North 
American College in Rome. In regard to 
the apostolic delegation the Pope states 
that it was instituted with a view to 
drawing closer together the bonds be- 
tween the Catholics of America and the 
Holy See without in any way curtailing 
the bowers of the bishops. J 
His Holiness urges the American epis- 
copate to put an end to strife, to instil the 
idea of untiy and the perpetuity of mar- 
among the faithful and to inculcate 


In particular the Pope calls upon the 
bishops.to turn aside workmens’ associa- 
tions from law-breaking,. to teach jour- 
nalists’ respect for religion and truth, to 
rebrove those journals which pass judg- 
ment upon episcopal acts, and, finally, to 
turn Protestants to Catholicism by char- 
itv. and by leading an exemplary life. 
In conclusion His Holiness recommends 
the sending of a mission to the Indians.

Terrific Windstorm in the 
Sacramento Valley.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 27. — Old Boreas 
was on the rampage today, and all traffic 
between this city and San Francisco by 
way of Davisville, was suspended in the 
afternoon owing to the immense quantity 
of tules and other debris that, driven by the 
high wind from the great basin, hes 
covered the track for miles to a depth of 
four feet. 


In the, vicinity of the “Sheep Camp” 
some four miles west of Washington, the 
water was dashing in sheets of spray over 
the roadbed, often being thrown to a 


Until the track can be cleared of the 
tules, passenger trains will be moved by 
way of Stockton. 


The railroad company sent out a force 
of workmen today to try and clear the 
track, but owing to the sheets of water 
that were driven across the railroad grade 
by the gale, they could do nothing. 

There is a perfect ocean of water north 
and south of the grade, and it was covered 
with white caps and big waves that dashed 
with great violence against the narrow 
strip of roadway running through it. The 
roadbed is d, or it could not have with- 
stood the terrific onslaught of the waves. 

Workmen who were out there say the 
sight was a grayd one. Driven by the 
gale from the north, the great waves would 
dash against the rock-ribbed railroad 
grade, sending blinding sheets of water 
high into the air and over the track. 

The men were drenched to the skin, and 
being unable to accomplish anything, were 
called back to the city. When the wind 
subsides the tules and other debris will 
be removed and traffic by that route re- 
sumed, 

The river rose today to 26 feet 3 inches.

THE MEXICANS PREPARED TO 


Guatemala Will be Seized and Incor- 
porated into the United States 
of Mexico—Salvador Ad- 
‘ vocating Peace. 


CITY OF MBHXICO, Jan. 27.—If Mexico is 
pushed into the fight over the interna- 
tional boundary her policy will be as out- 
lined by President Diaz and his Cabinet 
to the effect that this dispute and other 
little matters will be settled once and 
forever and that the necessary means will 
be used to that end. = 

It is prophesied in some quarters that 
Mexico will settle the boundary line by 
quietly appropriating the whole Guatemala 
republic as a part of the United States of 
Mexico, with thé City of Mexico as its 
capital and with the chief executive of 
this republic as its ruler. The Mexican 
authorites decline, to discuss this matter,, 
and it is exceedingly probable that such 
a proposition has not been seriously con- 
sidered except as a last resort and after 
2 — plans tor reconciliation ‘had 


In an interview with the Salavdoran 
Minister, Don Jacinto Castellanos, he 
said that he considers the final declara- 
tion of war against Guatemala as a ca- 
lamity which ought to be averted if pos- 
sible and which, he thinks, will be averted 
by the final recognition of justice. It will 
be remembered that Salvador is in the po- 
sition of a friendly neighbor to Guatemala 
and so will use all its influence to pre- 
serve the peace.

Why, you would think you were at 
Fleetwood instead of the Agricultural 
Park. The elegant equipages, carriages 
and teams filling the infield, while the 
occupants were just as enthusiastic and 
excited as the 88 in the two grand- 
stands. I never saw anything like it. 
The dresses, the styles and the liberality 
of the people surprised me. Then the 
track is an excellent one; all it wants 
to make it the fastest in the United 
States is a little covering of clay, a clay 
that is not too sandy. The officers or 
that association are wide-awake and seem 
to be anxious to have everything satis- 
factory not only to the horsemen, but to 
the patrons of the course. If the track, 
as I said defore, is especially prepared 
for fast records and kept in good shape, 
you will see the greatest lot of fast horses 
this year there you ever dreamed of.’

There 
fis no denying the fact that the California- 
bred horses are superior to those in the 
East, and I think with the splendid class 
of stock we are breeding, our excellent 
climate, feed, and methods of training, 
California horses will always be carry-

An racing your horses on the Eastern 
circuit, did you not experience a little 
nervousness about the horses and drivers 
you had to meet?“ 

„No, I cannot say that I ever felt ner- 
vous, as there were only a few there that 
I knew had any license to beat me, and 
these men always admitted their defeats 
with as good grace as I would. You know 
there are four kinds of horse owners and 
drivers that ure very dangerous. One is 
the man of wealth who spends his money 
‘lavishly, and, after getting a big string 
of high- horses, makes a mistake by 
not getting the best driver he can and 
seeing that he does his duty. There is 
another class among the drivers that are 


for the race to begin; they, as well as their 
horses (no matter how good the latter may | 
be) will find that the obol-headed, atten- 
tive drivers have just a little bit the best 
of them and get to the wire quicker than 
they do. Then there is another class of 
drivers who, after they get a good colt 
that has trotted very fast in private for 
them, think they can lay off and let their 
men do all the work. They generally get 
around the stable at 11 o’clock, and, after 
exercising the horses a few times put on 
their Sunday clothes and leave the track, 
after ordering the men to attend to the 
cooling off of the animals. I konw those 
fellows, and can always count on beating 
‘them. It is as much of a study to watch 
the men your. driver has to contend with 
on the homestretch in a hard finish as it is 
the performances of the horses. You can- 
not cover the faults of one by the virtues 
of the other. There is one man I am al- 
ways a bit afraid of; that man is the long- 
headed, hard worker, whp has given up 
the idea of jogging his horses to death, 
and has the good sense to know that in- 
stead of having his horses winning im- 
aginary purses in May has them fit to go 
for their lives when the last payment is 
up and the crowd is moving toward the 
racetrack. He has brains, and it takes 
brains to challenge him. There is more 
brains needed in this business than most 
men have any idea of. I tell you I jearn 
a little every year,.and the more I study,

So 
every trotting-horse breeder should see to 
it that when they get a mare that traces 
to a thoroughbred let it be to a good one. 
Then nicked with the blood of Hamble- 
tonian’s best sons he will make no mis- 
take. He must be careful and not select 
any mushy-legged mares or stallions no 
matter how often they trace to the great- 
est of trotting families. The American 
public ia becoming educated in this re- 
spect; no better preof of this is to be 
found than at the side of the salesrings 
or at the horse shows. The American 
trotting horse has a great future, because 
he will be bred and developed to be great, 
not' only for the racetrack, but on the 
road. On both places if you were to look 
back in the pedigree, you will find that 
the gamest, most stylish and most in- 
telligent ones trace to some nervy, fair- 
sized mares that had plenty of thorough- 
bred bl or the qualities of a thorough- 
bred. cl up.

INTERESTING . - PARTICULARS 
OF THIS CELEBRITY, . 

The following particulars of this celeb- 
rity will prove interes One of the 
wealthiest, if not the very wealthiest, 
turfmen in the United States is E. J. 
Baldwin, or Lucky“ Baldwin, as he is 
more familiarly known, says the Horse- 
man. He races for pastime, just as a 
small ‘boy would play marbles or fly a 
kite. Several times he has attempted to 
retire from the turf, but it invariably 
lures him back for another „farewell“ ap- 


pearance. 

Mr. Baldwin is a lean, straigh 

faced old man, with silky white hair 
standing out from under a broad-brimmed 
hat, and the keenest of hazel eyes looking 
out from under bushy, gray eyebrows. 


His florid face is always smooth-shaven 


except for a silvery mustache. He is a 
multi-millionaire, but he does not look 
the part. He resembles more an unsuc- 
cessful business man whose best days have 
gone by. But behind his plain face and 
high brow there is one of the brightest 
business brains in the country. His small, 
bright eyes can see further into the 
merits or demerits of a racehorse than 
most of the men who follow the turf for 
a livelfhood. 

Like that other sterling supporter of 
the turf, Marcus Daly, Mr. Baldwin went 
to California forty years ago, a young 
man without a dollar. He began his West- 
ern life in San Francisco as keeper 
of a livery stable. Then he went to sell- 

groceries, and got a lot of stock in 
different mines in settlement of his bills. 
This apparently worthless stock he put 
carefully away, and then went over to 
Japan to bring over a Japanese troupe as 
a sort of theaterical enterprise. He was 
gone several months, and when he re- 
turned he found that the Comstock lode had 
been discovered, and that the mining stocx 


| he had put away was worth considerably | 


over a million dollars. This was where 
he earned his sobriquet of “‘Lucky.’’ 

Notwithstanding his sudden accession to 
wealth, Mr. Baldwin went about over the 
country with his Japanese troupe until 
his contract was filled. Then he went 
back to San Francisco and reinvested his 
money, and he is now said to be worth 
fully $20,000,000. He owns vast ranches 
in Southern California, a hotel at Lake 
Tahoe, the Baldwin Theater and hotel 
in San Francisco and several valuabie 
gold mines. 

It is at his Santa Anita ranch that Mr. 
Baldwin’s celebrated racing stables are lo- 
cated. It is here that the king of the 
Santa Anita ranch, the celebrated Em- 
peror of Norfolk, is located. In one year 
this great stallion cleared $79,000 for Mr. 
Baldwin. Santa Anita ranch is in the 
San Gabriel Valley, about twenty miles 
from Los Angeles, and consists of 50,000 
acres. Mr. Baldwin breeds, 
trains every horse that carries the Mal- 
tese cross. The stables are plain and sim- 
ple, and utterly without the usual fili- 
gree told about in comnection with the 
quarters of Maud S. and other flyers. Mr. 
Baldwin is not a believer in such things. 
There are no gilt-edged stalls. The horses, 
some of which are valued at from $25,000 
to $50,000 each, live in plain wooden stalls, 
fifteen feet square, which are kept in the 
utmost neatness and order by attentive 
stable attendants. Near the stables is a 
beautiful mile track, on which the horses 
are exercised. 

‘Mr. Baldwin is a great lover of every- 
thing Spanish, and most of his horses are 
given Spanish names. The best known 
are Chiquita, Floriana, Santa Cruz, Rey 
del Caredes and Rey el Santa Anita. Four 
times Mr. Baldwin has won the Derby. 
On the last occasion is was Rey el Santa 
Anita that carried the Maltese cross to 
victory. Mr. Baldwin manages his stables 
as a business enterprise, and he makes it 
pay, although it is doubtful if he would 
worry much if ‘t should prove a losing

In addition to his racing stock Mr. Bald- 
win keeps on his ranch a large stock of 
Devons and Durhams, and his dairy turns 
out 200 pounds of butter a week.

Every four years it becomes so serious 
between the wives of Cabinet officers and 
the wives of Senators as to be a ludicrous 
phase of the otherwise harmless formality 
carried on by the exchange of visiting 
cards. The women in the Senatorial cirele 
have the advantage in strength of numbers 
and seniority of service. -They exact first 
calls, on the ground that Senators are not 
made by the appointment of a President 
and confirmation of a Senate, while Cabi- 
net officers are subject to the will of a 
Senate for confirmation, and to the caprice 
of a President, who may dismiss them any 
day. On the other hand, the women in the 
Cabinet circle hold that they are members 
of the President's official family, and are 
entitled to the first call because their po- 


sition, in their opinion, is a “peg 


than are the positions of Senators’ wives. 
The experience, however, of women of 
every new Cabinet is about the same. 
They hold out well through the first sea - 
son, then yield gracefully, not of course 
to the strength of argument on the other 
side, but to the force of example, set by 
the Cabinet officers lves, who 
promptly and without question make first 
calls on Senators. 
It frequently happens, through political 
or ill fortune, that Senators become 
inet officers. In President Cleveland's 
first administration it was Senator Bay- 
ard who became Secretary of ＋ gl and 
who was the accepted authority on these 
seemingly trifling, but none the less 
troublesome questions. Secretary Bayard 
quickly disposed of the first call con- 
troversy by a decision in favor of Sena- 
tor’s wives. It did not please the women 
of the Cabinet, but there was no appeal 
from the decision of a man of Mr. Bay- 
ard’s experience and fairness. Senator 
Frelinghuysen went from the Senate to 
President Arthur’s Cabinet. Mrs. Freling- 
huysen, who had exacted first calls, now, 
as wife cf the Secretary of State, promptly 
turned about and led the other women of 
the Cabinet in making them. Senator 
Sherman was a member of President 
Hayes’s Cabinet; Mrs. Sherman, who had 
so long been the recipient of first calls, 
at once, like a tactful woman, recognized 
the etiquette which now required her to 


make first calls on the wives of Sena- | 


tors. 

In the present administration, accord- 
ing to the informant, it was Senator Car- 
lisle who made the change from the Sen- 
ate to the Cabinet. Few women in offi- 
cial circles have had so varied an experi- 
ence as Mrs. Carlisle, who, as the wife 
of a man who was Speaker of the House 
and afterward a Senator, had herself been 
the recipient of first calls for many years. 
But nobody is more punctilious in the 
making of first calls on the wives of Sen-

A large audience filled the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church yesterday morn- 
ing to hear Miss E. K. Price, general 
secretary of the International Committee 
of the F. W. C. A. 1 Rev. Dr. Campbell, pas- 
tor of the church, had charge of the serve 
ices, and was ably assisted by the large. 
chorus choir. The forty-eighth Psalm 
was read responsively. The hymn, Joy 
to the World, the Lord Has Come,” was 
sung by the choir and congregation, after 
whith was an‘anthem by the choir. 

Mrs. Mathuss, president of the Los An- 
geles association, then read as the scrip- 
ture lesson the twenty-first chapter of 
Luke. 

The offertory was a duet sung by Mrs. 
Schooley and Prof. Carnell. 

‘Mrs. Mathuss introduced Miss Prise, 
whose subject was The Young Woman's 
Christian ‘Association; Its Aims and 
Methods.“ ‘

She said: The association which I 
have the honor. to represent had its origin 
in the year 1872, in a little prayer-meet- 
ing in the State of Illinois, where were 
met together six very homesick college 
girls. They felt the meeting was such a 
blessing and help to them that they con- 
tinued to hold these meetings until they 
became such a pdwer. in their college 
life-they felt, when about to leave school, 
they must give the work some permanent 
form and organization, so that it would 
touch with similar power those who 
should come.after them. Quite naturally 
they took for their model the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, which was 
doing so much for young men. Ever since 
that time the T. M. C. A. has been the 
model for the T. W. C. A. Soon associa- 
tions began to spring up in other col- 
leges. and as the young women left their 
college life and went back to their homes, 
they naturally began to think of the young 
women about them in their towns and 
cities, and it was natural again that there 
should come a demand for some special 
xoverning body which would give it 
unity ‘of purpose, unity of methods, unity 
of ideal and unity of result. 

“Eight vears ago the International Com- 
mittee was organized by women who lived 
in and near Chicago, who took as their 
territory, the. United States and Canada. 
is no established over a large 
portion of these countries. In college as- 
sociations there are 10,000 members; in 
city associations there are 13,000 members. 

“The International Committee in charg? 
of this work has its corps of secretaries, 
some in its office at headquarters, young 
women who give al] their time and en- 
ergy and are entirely consecra to this 
work in all they think and do. 

“The Pacific Coast Committee has charge 
of the work in the large territory along 
this Coast. There are two classes of 


other women of whatever religious belief; 
or of no belief at all, may become asso- 
e members, with all the privileges 
of. the association; save voting and hold- 
ing office. The whole polity and control 
of the association work is in the hands 
of consecrated, Christian women, and the 
great end in view is the salvation of our 
sister women. Our work is for young wo- 
men. We are sometimes asked why not 
take up other lines? It is not that we do 
not believe others’ are it, but 
simply that by. doing this one thing we 
shall be more efficient. 8 

“It is not for one class, but all, rich and 
poor, learned and ignorant—all that be- 
long to the common sisterhood. . 

“No church is able to take upon itself 
this work, but in it the young women 
all stand together and an 
differences. I believe it has the divine 
foundation principle. Christ took upon 
Himself the garment of humanity. He 
put all the beauty and grace and power oi 
His divine life into the compass of a di- 
vine and yet very human life. 

“If we are ever to touch men and. wo- 
men at all we are to do it through the 
power of our own human consecrated per- 
sonality. The association has four de- 
partments—the physical, the social, the 
intellectual and thé spiritual. 

‘In the physical department we have 
physical culture, taught by women of 
the greatest competence. We have also 
outing, rowing and cycling, means of de- 
veloping a splendid physique, and mak- 
ing young women 0b t and strong. 

“Socially, we try to show that there can 
be an jolly wag attractive, and 
yet absolutely pure, life. ax 

‘‘TmteNectually,. we have classes for all 
degrees of advancement, and * 
try to bring women inte avenues of self - 
helpfulness. 

“Last, but not least, comes the dis- 
tinctly spiritual department. I sometimes 
feel condemned, when I speak of this as 
a department. All these things tend to 
the one consummation of bringing wo- 
men into the service of Lord Jesus 
Christ. In our city. tions, girls 
come into our classes for some special 
work, and we try to lead them into the 
fulness of a consecrated Christian woman- 
hood.“

The speaker said that we find in the gos- 
pels, in the letters of Paul, and in the 


regarded man as a trinity of body, soul and 
spirit. The human body is composed of 
indestructible and eternal atoms of differ- 
ent kinds, the spirit is an indestructible 
and eternal center of life, reason, con- 
science, religion and personality; and the 
soul is the union of matter and spirit in a 
body, and it represents instincts, senses, 
appetites, passions. The soul is a part 
of the spirit, dwelling eonsciously and un- 
consciously in a body. Death is a dis- 
solution of the wonderful union of spirit 
and matter, tt is the spirit pulling the 
soul part out of an earthly body, it is the 
sense of the spirit drifting away out into 
the infinite océan of being. 

A few of the similitudes of death were 
mentioned, such as sleep, fainting, the in- 
fluence of anaesthetics, absorption in study, 
and the hints of death and resurrection in 
nature. Some people have experienced 
death in some degree, and returned to give 
us a little information. The restoration of 
persons dying by drowning, from falls 
or blows, or cold, gives us the knowledge 
of some facts in the process of dying. 
The cases of resurrection from the deed, 
mentioned in the Bible, such as Paul’s 
vision of the third heaven, John's visit 
to paradise, the experiences of Lazarus, 
were discussed. 

The transmigration of soul during our 
earthly life from one form of a body to 
another, is a proof that we die daily.“ 
The difference between the body of the 
infant Gladstone and the wrinkled and 
strong face of the mighty statesman of 
today is great; and yet bis mind passed 
through all the intermediate changes in 
his long life. The Catholic and Protestant 
churches have made their fortunes out of 
their horrible misrepresentations of death, 


that God will take an unfair advantage 
of them after death, to suspect His wis- 
dom, justice and love beyond the veil, and 
to dread their reception from God without 
a denominational passport. Revivalists 
tramp over the country, galvanizing dying 
and dead theologies by means of graphic 
descriptions of hell-fire, by an exhibition 
of a skeleton, and by blaspheming the na- 
ture of God. According to them God is 
very fond of cowards. 

Instances were given, showing that the 
physical process of dying is pleasant and 
beautiful, after all the pains of diseases 
have passed away. In Hebrews, we learn 
that Christ came to deliver them, who, 
through fear of death, were all their life- 
time subject to bondage.“ He did this 
by teaching the world how to acquire the 
sense of eternal life, and by assuring us 
that God is our Father, and not the devil. 
„For me to die is gain,“ said Paul. Death 
ends the miseries of this life. It reveals 
the realities, securities, justice, love, 
friendships, opportunities, treasures, homes 
of the future. We shall read the mysteries 
of life in the books which we are now 
unconsciously writing in the unseen uni- 
verse. There is no eternal hell for any 
spirit; but we shall have to pass through 
purgatorial fires to be purified for the 
Temple of Light. .

THE MAN FROM SAN DIEGO, 


WHO HAD A “PERFECT PROFIT 
MACHINE,” 


And Who Undertook to Guarantee 

His Dupes Twenty-seven Per 
Cent. Simple Interest on 
Their Investments. 


‘SAN DIEGO, January 23.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Col.“ Eugene B. Stork, 
who posed here in December as the gen- 
eral representative of the California Sav- 
ings and Investment Company, left 7 San 
Francisco early this month and has Hot re- 
turned. At the Manvel, corner of Sixth 
and D streets, whefe Stork resided, it is 
stated that he has given up his room and 


is not expected to return. The parties to 


whom he gave drafts in payment of bills 
say that the OCaliforma Savings and Invest- 
ment Company has not honored said drafts 
because nothing was due Stork. This so- 
called Col. Stork is the man who threat- 
ened the Times correspondent with per- 
sonal violence for exposing what appeared 
on the face of Stork’s advertisement to nd 
evi- 
dently intended to gull innocent women: 
and others unacquainted with the intrica- 
cies of safe investments. Among other 
things this representative advertised the 
California Savings and Investment Jom. 
pany as “a perfect profit machine.” It 
set forth that loss was impossible. People 
here ‘are incensed at the sluggishness of 
the United States authorities in not prose- 
cuting this man Stork for illegal use of 
the mails after the evidence had been 80 
clearly set forth in The Times that a 
United States official remarked that he 
considered it sufficient for legal action. On 
January 17 The Times editorially pointed 
out that the proposition of this investment 
company was bogus. The Times said: “We 
find that the company has, on the average, 
the use of $1200 for eight years. For this 
use it agrees to pay $2600 interest or 
bonus at the end of that period. This ts, 
in gross, 216.6 per cent., or over 27 per 
cent. per annum, simple interes Yet 
the State and national authorities permit 
financial concerns to do business under 
such preposterous conditions. Bankers 
here, who do a legitimate money business 
under the supervision of the State and na- 
tional government, want to know why the 
government officials do not attend to their 
business and protect honest bankers, as 
well as the public at large, from such wild- 
cat “financiers” as promise an absolutely 
“perfect profit machine“ and 27 per cent. 
per annum simple interest. 

The suggestion of The Times is heartily 
approved here, that a bill should be passed 
by the present Legislature, making all 
such incorporations as are here referred 
to, seeking to float their stock among the 
public, subject to a rigid examination by 
ond or all of the existing commissions. 
Then the public might not be treated to 
the spectacle of a general representative 
of one of the incorporations leaving town, 
as Eugene B. Stork has left San Diego, 
and paying his bills with drafts which are 
dishonored. 

Stork’s name still appears upon the 
Manvel directory, in chalk letters: But the 
attendants at that building say that be has 
left for, good. m, the Times corre- 
spondent first exposed this peculiar banker, 
threatened The Times with a $75,000 
libel suit, in addition to personal vic- 
lence the reporter.

KIRMEsSS FUND. 


How it Was Disposed of by the In-“ 
dustrial Board. 

Mrs. Mary 8. Gibson, secretary ot the 
Industrial Board, farnishes the following 
report of the disposition of the Kirmess 
fund by the board. 

On February 3, 1893, the “Kirmess 
fund, $1586.08, was transferred to Mmes. 
Charlotte L. Wills, T. D. Stimson, D. G. 
Stephens, Charles Ducummun, Frank A, 
Gibson and Miss M. F. Wills to be used 
by them for the introduction of industrial. 
work into the public schools of this city. 

In the Castellar-street school a ne 
was equipped for a cooking-class, 
large number of pupils were instruc Hn 
cooking until July, 1894. 

Daring ve summer vacation of 1894, the 
equipment of Castellar street was. re- 
moved to the Los Angeles Orphans’ Home, 
where a large class was regularly taught.

It seems to me, therefore, that they should 
be placed in the same position of security 
to our people for the risk carried as our 
own companies, or as foreign companies 
having a deposit. A citizen of this State 
Should not be compelled, in case of dif- 
ferences in a settlemant of a loss, to fol- 
fow a disputed claim through our courts, 
and then take up the weary task of ex- 
hausting the resources of the corporation 
in foreign courts. 

“The people of California, during the 
year 1894 paid to the foreign and marine 
companies over $4,000,000. Many of thé 
foreign marine companies, and all but five, 
I believe, the foreign fire companies, 
have a deposit in some State in the Union. 
New York, Massachusetts, Illinois and all 
States requiring large lines of marine in- 
surance, require a deposit. There is no 
argument that can be used in favor of in- 
creased protection for the citizens of those 


[ States that could not properly be used in 


favor of citizens of California. I there- 
fore recommend that a law be enacted re- 
quiring a deposit of $200,000 of every for- 
eign company doing business in California. 
This deposit is to be made either in Cali- 
fornia or some other State in the Union,

The streets are filled with mud to a depth 
of three feet. The adobe jail melted away 
under the action of the water, and is now 
only a mud pile, with a corrugated iron 
roof crowning it. Half of the custom- 
house has been washed down stream. 
The International Boundary Commission 
is in trouble. A few months ago it erected 
a fine monument marking the boundary. 
line at Tia Juana. The merciless flood 
did not even respect the combined dignity 
of the two republics, but toppled over the 
gfanite shaft, and now Uncle Sam and 
the Mexicans will have to sit on the ruins 
and take steps to reconstruct the moun- 
ment. At present the monument is buried 
out of sight beneath the mud. Don Au- 
tonio, who has lived at Tia Juana for 
seventy-five years, says that the present 
flood is the highest that be has ever seen. 
At Campo, for five days ending January 
20, the rainfall was 12.60 inches, and since 
December 1, the mginfall amounts to 20 
inches. The storm of last week made the 
valley of Campo one vast lake. The 
whole of Laguna Valley is a lake several 
feet deep. On the desert, the water is re- 
ported running as strongly as on the la- 
gunas. Gaskill’s store at Campo was 
flooded to the depth of one foot. This is 
one of the well-known land-marks along 
the border.

The Bond Election Will Probably 
Come Up for Action, as the 
‘Time is Getting Limited— 

A Sewer Complicatior. 


The calling of a bond election for addi- 
tional schools will probably be considered 
at the meeting of the City Council today. 
The, question ‘has now been before the 
Council for nearly two weeks, and some ac- 
tion will need to be taken soon in order 

to have the necessary proceedings carried 
niga in time, 80 new schoolrooms to 
be built may be ready for occupancy by 
the commencement of the next school 
year. 

A peculiar situation has developed in 
connection with district sewers Nos. 4 and 
8. Bids were received at the meeting of 
the Council two weeks ago today for the 
construction of these sewers, and since 
then it has been thought best to have an- 
other pattern of flushtank used in those 
districts. It is claimed, however, that a 
change of flushtanks at this stage of the 
proceedings will invalidate them, and 
jeopardize the chances of the contractors 
collecting payment for their work. It is 
expected the Council will decide the mat- 
‘ter one way or the other today. 

There has as yet been no . of a 
plumbing inspector or meat inspector. In- 
asmuch as the president of the Council 
is out of town these questions may, how- 
ever, be laid over until he returns. 

The advertising for bids for the printing 
of the municipal reports for the past year 
has not yet been ordered. Attention has, 
a number of times heretofore, been called 
to the desirability of having these reports 
printed. 

The City Engineer will report in the 
matter of safety appliances, referred to 
him some time ago, that he believes a 
certain additional brake should be used on 
hill street cars. He recommends, however, 
that inasmuch as the question is not one 
of municipal engineering, he be permitted 
to ee other engineers in reference 
to 

The special committee, consisting of the 
members of the Board of Public Works, to 
which was referred the matter of street- 
cat tracks being on grade, and also the 
service given on the several street rail- 
way lines, has not yet had opportunity to 
make sufficient investigation in order to 
report. The Councilmen have nearly all 
of them been very busy with committee 
work of one sort and another during the 
past week, and have not had time to pur- 
sue some of the investigations before them. 

The Board of Public Works will recom- 
mend the ordering of a large number of 
crosswalks. Whether any member will 
raise objection against the adoption of the 
recommendation remains to be seen. : 

~The. Buildings Committee will recom- 
mend the acceptance of proposals for rent- 
ing to the city for terms of five years 
houses for two of the*tiew combination 
chemical and hose wagons. The locations, 
the acceptance of bids for which is recom- 
-mended, are Central avenue near Twelfth 
street and Griffin avenue, about 120 feet 
from Downey avenue. The committee 
recommends the other bids received be re- 
jected, and that the clerk advertise for 
proposals for renting a house to be lo- 
cated in the district bounded by Union ave- 
nue and Eleventh, Pico and Vernon streets. 
The acceptance of the two proposals recom- 
mended will provide for two of the new 
wagons and the procuring of a house for 
it in the district named will provide for 
the third.
